COMPLETED  ACTIONS 

jvj  Tested  and  detected  high  metal  concentra¬ 
tions  in  previously  “green  water”  along 
Marquette  Street. 

jvj  Constructed  and  are  now  operating  a  water 
treatment  plant  at  the  site.  This  early  plant 
removed  most  of  the  metals  in  the  surface  water 
that  was  flowing  from  the  site  into  Lake  DePue. 

[vj  Rerouted  clean  surface  water  away  from  the 
site  to  prevent  clean  water  from  overloading  the 
water  treatment  plant  during  heavy  rains.  Before 
this  action  was  taken,  untreated  water  frequently 
bypassed  the  treatment  piant  and  was  released 
to  Lake  DePue. 

fyj  Upgraded  the  treatment  plant  so  treated  water 
now  meets  all  federal  and  state  standards  as 
required  by  the  Interim  consent  order.  The  treat¬ 
ed  water  now  flows  into  the  lliinois  River  instead 
of  Lake  DePue. 

CURRENT  AND  ONGOING  ACTIONS 

p7]  Investigations  are  underway  to  determine 
other  possible  onsite  sources  that  may  be 
adding  contamination  to  Lake  DePue. 

p7*j  Groundwater  (underground  water)  onsite  is 
being  studied  to  determine  if  it  is  moving 
contaminants  from  the  site  into  Lake  DePue.

[Vj  Investigated  sediments  from  the  South 
Ditch. 

[vj  Presented  possible  remedies  for  the  ditch 
to  the  public  for  comment. 

[\j  Remedy  for  the  South  Ditch  has  been 
chosen  and  is  being  implemented. 

FUTURE  ACTIONS 

□  The  wetlands  and  groundwater  between 
the  site  and  Lake  DePue  wiH  be  evalu¬ 
ated  for  possible  sources  of  ongoing  con¬ 
tamination  of  Lake  DePue.

n  Lake  DePue  water  and  sediments  will  be 
sampled  and  analyzed. 

n  Possible  remedies  will  be  evaluated  if 
contamination  is  present.  Remedies 
could  include  one  or  more  of  the  following: 

•  Dredging  or  sediment  removal 

•  Wetland  formation 

•  No  action 

•  Other  unidentified  options 

fj  Plausible  remedies  will  be  submitted  to 
the  public  for  comment. 

[  [  A  remedy  for  Lake  DePue  will  be  chosen 
and  implemented. 
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Questions  to  be  answered 
if  Lake  DePue  sediments 
are  contaminated. 


•  Is  it  more  hazardous  to  remove  the 
sediments  than  it  is  to  leave  them  in 
place? 


•  Would  disturbing  the  sediments 
cause  contamination  to  spread? 


•  How  can  contaminated  sediments 
be  managed  if  the  lake  is  dredged? 


•  Would  use  restrictions  be  placed  on 
the  lake  if  no  action  were  to  be 
taken?
